A confidential Bource, who has furnished reliable" 
information in the past, advised on May 20, 1965, that he learned 

that during a Btay of Martin Luther King, Jr. at the Americana 
Hotel, New York, New York, on May 20, 1965, there was a bomib 
threat received by a hotel switchboard operator. The source said 
the switchboard operator received the call at 1:15 p.m., from an 
anonymous caller, who said there was a bomb planted in the hotel. 
However, the caller did not say the bonib was intended for any 
specific individual. 

The source advised that King's reason for being a gusst 
at the hotel was to address a gathering of the American Jewish 
Committee at 8:00 p.m. that night In the hotdl ballroom. 

According to the Information from the source. King was 
to have met Vice-President Hubert Hunqphrey In the hotel shortly 
before 8: "I© p.m. and they entered the ballroom together. Humphrey, 
the source said, was a speaker at the affair, but was a guest at 
another New York City hotel. 

The source said he had learned that the New York City 
Police and the United States Secret Service were notified by the 
hotel shortly after the telephone call was received.

On 5/3/65 the Security Office, American Embassy, 
London, lurnisbed a letter written by vubject to the 
President of the United States dated 11/27/64. This 
letter expresses shock on the part of subject by the 
statement of the Director concerning Dr. MARTIN LUTHER. 
KING. He said the Director was not behaving like a 
responsible civil servant should and he believed it vas 
time for Mr. Hoover's retirement. Subject then went on 
to protest U.S. intervention in the Congo. He commented 
that if the FBI was still receiving copies of letters 
like his, he was sure he would get a black mark against 
his name. He stated he was aware that several of his 
previous letters to the President were known to Navy 



Intelligence when he was interviewed by the Navy several 
years ago. A copy of subject's letter is enclosed. 



In view of subject's activities in London and the 
comments made in his letter, it is recommended that Bureau 
files and the files of the New York Office be checked for 
information concerning hlja and that London be advised. U

Folk School in Monteagle, Tennessee during the Lobor Day week-end of 1957. The photo- 
gropher wos sent to the Highlander Folk School by the Georgio Commission on Educotion. 
The Highlander Folk School was abolished by on act of the Legislature of the Stote of Ten- 
nessee at a later date because it was charged with being a subversive organization. 

Those numbered in the picture are: 

1. Mortin Luther King, Jr ., of the Montgomery boycott and the Birmingham riots. Karl 
^ iTussion, o counterspy for the FBI for twenty-two yeors, charges that Martin Luth^y king 

belongs to sixty Communist-front prganizotioris — more then any Communist in the 
" United Stqt fis, He is promoted ond encouraged by tlie Kennedys. ~ 

2. Abner W. Berry of the Central Committee of the Communist Party. 

3. Aubrey Willioms, President of the Southern Conference Education Fund, Inc., The Trans- 
mission Belt in the South for the Communist Party. 

4. Myles Norton, Director of Highlander Folk School for Communist Troining, Monteogle, 
Tennessee.
